S That the Town of Vulcan is unprepared to meet the call of fire 2 

• is the opinion of most of us, and it is our duty to help matters along 2 

• by suggestion so as to lessen the danger of Vulcan being wiped out 2 

• by fire if it ever gets started. Getting the two engines out is a 2 

• matter of valuable minutes. An excellent suggestion has been put • 
X to the Vulcan Advocate, and after considering it we are willing to 2 

• sponsor it and stand by it in order that it may be brought about, to 2 

• the end that we may be able to face the danger of fire at any 2 

• moment, day or night. * 2 

2 The suggestion is this, That the Council ought to bring about, 2 
2 AND ENFORCE a bye-law making it compulsory for every 2 
2 business place in this town to have on the premises a barrel of water 2 
2 and two fire buckets, or a chemical extinguisher, always ready for 2 
2 immediate use; That either the'fire chief or the town constable be 2 
2 empowered to make inspection of each business house periodically 2 
2 to see that the barrels are full and the buckets or chemical extin- 2 
2 guisher at hand. 2 

2 And it is a good suggestion, top. A small outbreak that would • 
2 otherwise prove disastrous to the town could be quelled before it 2 
2 got really started, and that would be the end of it. The cost would 2 
2 be very small in consideration of the safety, and we believe that 2 
2 there is no business margin this town who would not willingly carry 2 
2 out the idea. The bye-law would be necessary for newcomers, not 2 
2 for our present tradesmen who have interests at stake. ‘And while 2 
2 the council are considering this, they might also consider the 2 
2 question of buckets for the bucket brigade, being at hand in the 2 
2 new fire hall; also sacking for beating out a prairie fire, such as 2 
2 occurred near the town a few days ago, when everyboly had to go 2 
2 from the fire hall home again to look for sacks with which to beat 2 
2 out the flames, /

Indeed, the pacadox of sensitiveness 
is that the mor successful a person 
is in conquering the vulnerability of ( 
his own feelings, the more tender he 
grows'of the feelings erf others. When 
his sensitiveness becomes thv objec¬ 
tive, it begins to flourish as an aid 
and enrichment to life. Then what is 1 
sweet and sound .in nature and in a t 
makes a deeper Impression, gives a 
great pleasure, furnishes a livelier 
stimulus. 

The boy who thinks he is'morbidly j 
sensitive must not despair; the 
chances are that lie' will become a 
man of quick human interests and 
keen and sympathetic understanding.

The most perfect pump in the 
world, the most perfect ever made, is 
also the oldest—how old no one knows 
for it is as old ns man himself. 

This'pump Is so small and bo light 
that it mifeht be carri in an >ver- 
coat pocket. Yet it runs days and | 
night without a stop, without atten-j 
tlon,—drawing in and sending forth 
two and a half ounce# of liquid 791 
times tr-minutt. in one minute it 
pumps 175 ounces; in One hour, 656*4 j 
pounds; in one year, 5,748,750 pounds, 
(ts normal life is about 70 years, in 
which time it pumps 402,412,000 
pounds, or more than 201,206 tons.

year. It lias no lournt.'j or bearings 
to oil, no bolts to tighten or slacks to 
be taken up. It is to constructed that 
its parts are automatically repaired 
as it goes along. But, with all of this, 
there is one very serious character¬ 
istic inseparably connected v/ith this 
pump, which is that once it stops it 
cannot be staited up again' unless im¬ 
mediate steps be taken to do so by an 
expert. Even this generally fails. So 
the owner should use care and judg¬ 
ment in its upkeep. There is no other 
machine th£t we have any knowledge 
of of which the above can he sa.d. 
How this iff ail accomplished is known 
only to its Inventor.

In order to reduce this exodus the 
Austrian government has just estab¬ 
lished a bureau attached to the Vleu- 
na police office with pdw r to control 
general travelers’ movements and to 
give an account of themselves. 

Travelers will l-ave to provide them¬ 
selves with passports, a practice which 
in inland travel has been obsolete 
since 1857. A most important rule 
concerns the prohibition of emigration 
for men betr.-ee:- the ages of 17 and 
3ti. While hitherto men were free to 
emigrate after having .nerved their 
three years In the first U4ie of the 
army, now they will ha\V to stay In 
the country thirteen years more, until 
thoy have served in the resec^Cr the 
Landwelir and the, I.andstrum. which 
Is likely materially to reduce the num¬ 
ber of able-bodied emigrants to Amer¬ 
ica. 

A special agent of the bureau will 
be stationed on the frontiers with 
power to intercept would.-be emi¬ 
grants.

: shooting of wild geese is permitted 
at any season of the year, except 
Sundays and- between one hour 
after sunset and one hour. before 
sunrise. The flesh of this bird 
must not be trafficked in without 
first obtaining the licence provided 
for by section 16 of the act. The 
resident’s bird game licence, which 
in previous years cost the sports¬ 
men $1.25 is now $2.25. 

As a great many oi the residents 
of the province are interesting 
themselves fn fox farming,-there 
is now a close season on foxes ex¬ 
tending from April 1 st to Novem¬ 
ber 1 st in each year. During this 
time no person may hunt, trap, 
take, shoot at, wound or kiUany 
foxes without first obtaining a 
special permit to do so. Section 17 
of the act gives particulars with 
respect to such permits. It is also 
illegal for any person to export 
beyond the boundaries of the Pro¬ 
vince of Alberta any live foxes 
without first obtaining a permit, 
which in the case of animals reared 
on fur farms will cost $15.00. In 
the case of' animals not reared on 
fur farms the fee is $ 100.00 for each 
and every black or silver fox to be 
exported, and $15.00 for each and 
every animal of any other species 
of the fox family. Copies of the 

regulations relating to foxes may 
be had on application. Yon will , 
also find by referring to the pro¬ 
visions of section 7 a of the act that ! 
anv person trespassing on a fox ' 
farm contrary to any warning no- ! 
tice is liable to a penalty of not less 
than $50.00, and not more than 
$ 200.00 with costs in each case.

China’s famous Iron mine, the 
Tayeh, tho ;jremoV. In, the far east, 
is especially \otable for the ease with 
which it is worked. It stands peerless 
In tho world in tills respect, excava¬ 
tion requiring no macbino power. The 
work is done by hand by the Chinese 
coolies. . The mine Is reputed to ue 
inexhaustible in iti. ore. In the days 
of the “thrco kingdoms” the locality 
formed a theatre of bloody fighting, 
and the vicinity abounds in relics of 
that memorable period in Cbiuese his¬ 
tory. It is about 3,630 Chinese miles 
from Peking overland and ajbout 4,980 
Chinese miles by water. Tayt-hhsien 
is traversed by ranges of hills and 
mountains,- the valleys of which 
abound in innumerable lakea of all 
sizes, with water course facilities. 
Consequently the locality Is rich in 
scenery of great beauty, and the 
Chinese poets of olden time£'~'have 
never tired cf singing of the\’elght 
views” of Tayeh. In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the Tayeh iron mine are 
found the ruins of ancient iron found¬ 
ries, prbbably 1,000 years old. Mil¬ 
lions of tons of slag lie In heaps. 


'Some remarkable advice to seaf r- 
ers is given lu r.n old Portuguese 
book, published for the guidance of 
mariner*. Amongst other things it 
deals with the rights of captains to 
assault sailors, and the methods in 
which the attacks aro to be legally 
met.

The document appointed Mrs. Eels’ 
i aurlce and Camuol Fels, brothers, 
and Mr. Coates, to he executors. 

Walter Coates has already declared 
that Mrs. Fels is preparing a list of 
movements, settlements and enter¬ 
prises, of her husband, which will be 
maintained and extended by her, as 
his successor. Mrs. Fels, for many 
years was her husband's Intimate 
counsellor and co-worker, ip his var¬ 
ied activities. 

Of these plans, Mr. Coates says: 
“Though ti» partnership between 
husband, and frife has been dissolved 
by death, the business in which they 
shared interest, that of bettering the 
condition of humanity, will be fore¬ 
most in the mind of the surviving 
widow.” 

T|je vacant lot movement here and| 
abroad will continue to enlist the phil¬ 
anthropist’s widow. 

Mr. Coates declared the experiment

Your correspondent is Informed to¬ 
day tbat the army him will shortly 
be sent on a tour across .Canada, and 
will also visit Australia. This tour 
will be under the auspioec o- the Brit¬ 
ish war office, but the cos*, is beiug 
guaranteed privately. 

Regarding the flood of American 
films in Canada crowding the market 
from British films, several London 
purchasers explained that they origin¬ 
ally sold the entire ..right's to New 
York exchanges, and that these rights 
included Canada, but now the Domin¬ 
ion has become such a large Held 
tbat none of these contracts are being 
renewed without a revision which re¬ 
tains for the British company alone 
the right to exhibit in Canada. 

Several London producln compan¬ 
ies havo lately been preparing special 
films for the Dominion. One of these 
pas on the plains of Abraham and 
around Quebec. It is described as 
an accurate historic account of the 
British conquest of CanaJa. 

Several others which have been 
taken in the Rocky Moutalns with 
an English company will be released 
in about a month. 

"Even apart from patriotic motives, 
we look upon Canada as a luc¬ 
rative field, and another year should 
see a score of English producers with 
Canadian agencies,” declared one of 
the leading British directors whose 
name is a big one In the moving pic¬ 
ture world.

H. Haaklna Says the Development of 
the Peace River Country Within the 
Short Space of Three or Four Years 
Haa Been Enormous and Clyillza- 
tlon la Pushing Northward. 

H. Haskins, who visited Victoria, 
B.C., recently from Pouce Coupee, In 
the Peace river country, gave an ac¬ 
count of that district which Is full of 
Interest. On his way out to Edson 
recently, he met 400 settlers’ teams 
going In. Hundreds more will be go¬ 
ing In weekly by other routes, via 
Lesser Slave lake, and even by Pino 
Pass from Fort George. 

Mr. Haskins himself has establlrU- 
ed a store at Dawson Crtelt, on the 
Pouce Coupee river, which runs into 
the Peace just to the east of the di¬ 
viding line between B. C- and 
Alberta. He Is ip the big block sur¬ 
veyed and held by the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment for settlers, which Is bsing 
settled up rapidly. The country on 
both sides of the Pouce Coupeo river 
Is prairie to the extent of some 200,- 
000 acres, and Is already a name to 
conjure with among the intending im¬ 
migrants from the Edmonton side. 

The climate of this Country seems 
to be delightful, both in summer and 
winter, and some idea of the short du¬ 
ration of snow will be gained from 
the fact that the snow was beginning 
to melt from the trail out even on 
March 1. This year the snow did not 
begin to lie ntll the middle of Jan¬ 
uary. In the summer, the 'big brown 
mesquito is thick on human skin and 
animal hide for about, a month, and 
following him comes'the season of 
the no-sec-umB, but It is by no means 
general to wear mosquito baf in the 
Pouce Coupee. 

Agricultural We Ith 
Grain and many varieties of vege¬ 
tables grow in tbe utmost profusion, 
said Mr. Haskins, and there is an ex¬ 
cellent market for everything that i 
can be grown. Last season, Mr. 
Tromiey, a settler, who has been ou 
Dawson creek or the last eleven 
years, grew fifteen tons of potatoes, 
and then Mr. Haskins had to bring 
his supply from lower down the 
Peace, at Dunvegan. * Ttarley, oats, 
onions, wheat, turnips—to mention a 
few things—ail do exceedingly well, 
and large quantities of cereals were 
grown iu the Peace district last sea¬ 
son. 

The devclopuyent'of this new coun¬ 
try Wlthiu—The short space of three 
or four years has been enormous, and 
the settler who goes In now is by no 
means leaving civilization behind 
him. At Grande Prairie and Saska¬ 
toon lake are a branch of the Bank 
of Commerce, a flour mill, sawmills 
and three stores, and smother saw¬ 
mill is to be established by Mr. Trom¬ 
iey on Dawson “creek. 

Another town which Mr. Haskins 
says is going ahead is that of Peace 
river cro-ising. where ranches within 
one mile of the river ar ■ selling for 
large sums, and whcie a flue hotel 
has been put up. 

Transportation Facilities 

Three railway companies with four 
lines are racing each other into the 
very heart of this country. The Dun- 
vegan and Edmonton line now runs 
traius to the east end of the Lesser 
Slave Lake, and is surveyed to the 
Big Smoky river, where it will send a 
branch down lo Peace River crossing 
and another to Grande Prairie and 
Dunvegan. The Canadian Northern 
plans another lino along the, north 
shore of Lesser Slave Lake, and has 
r -.shed up from the south to the Mc¬ 
Leod river on its way to Grand Prai¬ 
rie, Pouce Coupee and beyond. Its 
surveys have been extended to Swan 
Lake, and must run, Mr. Haskins says 
up Dawson c.eek. From the west, the 
Pacific Great Eastern ts surveyed to 
the east front Pine Pass. All these 
railways will be into this country 
three years from now, and its resi¬ 
dents believe that liugo fortunes 
await the man who goes in at once. 

Settlers are already proving up on 
some homesteads and coming cut. 
These men are ready to sell teamr, 
machinery and so- on, though, of 
course, ,the price in there is not 
cheap. 

A Great Future 

Mr. Haskins believes the country 
will have a crest future in Its stock, 
especially In-pigs fattened on the pea- 
vine which grows so thick it is hard 
to force a way through it when on 
foot. 

Prairie chickens and rabbits 
abound everywhere. Bears and moose 
are numerous, and f:ood trapping is 
done there in ' the w inter. Coyotes 
run but never seem to do any harm, 
possibly owing to the plentifulness of 
the rabbit. 

Canada seems to he fully alive to 
tbe possibilities of ibis, her newo.it 
country. . Large stockmen from the 
prairies were up looking over miles 
of country last summer. Lumbermen 
hare their ryes upon the fine timber 
belts of the head of tlie Little Smoky 
river and other localities, and Mr. 
Haskins considers it would be a bold 
man who would prophesy the number 
of people that the end cf the present 
summer will find«located on the land 
there.

Yoyng George received his 
early education in the public schools 
e t Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have Inherited from 
his father not only love for mechani¬ 
cal science, but also inventive ability. 
He spent a great deal ot his time In 
his father’s factory and became thor¬ 
oughly familiar with machinery and

years old when he made his first in¬ 
vention, a.rotary engine, which he af¬ 
terwards perfected. -Tff. 

As a young man he became inter¬ 
ested in military matters and he be¬ 
came a member of the Twelfth Regi¬ 
ment of the New York National 
Guard. When the Civil War began he 
enlisted and served in the Sixteenth 
New York Cavalry from June 1863 un¬ 
til November, 1864, when he became 
an assistant engineer in the navy, 
serving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac fleet. After the close of 
the war he returned to Schenectady 
and entered Union College for a class¬ 
ical course. 

Immediately after his return from 
the war young Westinghouse took up 
his mechanical work and studies and 
In the same year Invented a device 
Tor placing '^derailed railroad cars 
\upon thy track. Herfetuained In col- 
lege_orfly to his Sophomhre yean and 
devoted himself entirely to hisjitark, 
in the machine shop. Ho\w^ts\only 
twenty years of age when he fhMfi^t- 
ed the air brake. Going to Tro^onte- 
day, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggested 
to Mr. Westinghouse the idea that a 
brake under the control of the en¬ 
gineer might have prevented the ac¬ 
cident. 

In his first experiments, he at¬ 
tempted to uso steam for working the 
brakes, but the plan was not feas¬ 
ible, as experience showed. An art¬ 
icle on the employment of compress¬ 
ed air in drilling the Mont Cenis tun¬ 
nel suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse air brake 
in its original form. The first patent 
on his invention was issued April 13, 
1869, and in the following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
it very difficult at first to introduce 
his invention. The railroads had lit¬ 
tle confidence in the possibility of 
stopping a train with “wind.” West¬ 
inghouse among other railroad mag¬ 
nates approached Commodore Van¬ 
derbilt, but the latter broke off the 
interview by saying "I have no time 
to waste with fools.” 

Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
bis courage, however, • and at last 
succeeded in obtaining the consent 
of the superintendent of the Steuben¬ 
ville division of the Panhandle rail¬ 
road to test the air brake on a train 
cf cars. The trial took place in Oc¬ 
tober, I860, and ' proved a brilliant 
success. In fact. the. air brakes 
proved the means of preventing a 
serious collision during the test. Af¬ 
ter that Mr. Westinghouse had no dif¬ 
ficulty in obtaining hearings from 
railroad officials, and in a few years 
bis air brake was introduced by the 
railroads throughout the country. 

Mr. Westinghouse continued to im¬ 
prove his brake, and also made other 
Inventions in railway signals, steam 
and gas engines, steam turbines, and 
electrical machinery. He was tbe 
pioneer in introducing alternating

200, living both in Asia and America. 
In account of remarkable differences 
in physical characteristics many 
scientists consider them as not In¬ 
dians. Their color is brown, features 
large and Mongolian, with small eyes 
and tapering bowl-shaped skull. 

In habits the Esquimau is very play¬ 
ful, honest in his own tribe, but an 
inveterate thief with strangers. It is 
ilo shame for him to steal provided 
He isn’t discovered. 

An interesting description illustrat- 
! cd by the Esquimau drawini i 
j wus given of the prevailing styles of 
dress.' The only distinguishing fea¬ 
ture between the sexe:.’ apparel 1; 
that the women's garments are adorn- 
! ed with a long fur tail behind. Her 
j hair is rather elaborately dressed 
I and tattoo marks about mouth and 
eyes accentuate her natural beauty. 

How They Live 

The Esquimau's means ot existence 
is hunting, mostly seal, which is ti e 
chief economic factor, yielding gar¬ 
ments, food and combustibles for light 
und cooking. The ingenious methods 
of baiting the wily animal wero ex¬ 
plained. 

The kyak cr Indian canoe, the sum- 
i 'O' essential of the Esquimau hunt¬ 
er, is a most peculiar little craft ab¬ 
solutely unslnkable. In the large 
boats the social order is clearly 2e- 
.fined, first the man who acts aa 
steersman, the stranger, thu dogs and 
finally the women who ply the oars. 
The Esquimau, Judges Father Morice, 
here shows Limself above the Indian 
in his use of oars and also,of sails. 
Also his sleigh used in winter is sup¬ 
erior, having runners, aad his man¬ 
ner of hitching the dogs quite differ¬ 
ent from the ordinary Indian file. A 
most interesting, illustrated descrip¬ 
tion was given of the Esquimau snow 
huts or igloos. The central or living 
room is guarded from the elements 
by a series of entrances. The peculiar 
elevated beds in the northern home 
| are heated by lamps of soapstone con- 
tsining for fuel, blubber with wick* 
of moss. A wl ite visitor at first could 
hardly bear the cold, but finally be¬ 
comes most uncomfortably warm. He 
was rather amazed to find thut the 
Esquimau manner of adjusting body 
temperature was to remove the cloth¬ 
ing completely, this primitive c :stcm 
not being hftmpered by any sense of 
moek-modesty.

OWNERSHIP OF SPITSBERGEN 


Scheme for International Control - "'o 
Be Settled in ,'un. 

Delegates from England, France, 
Holland, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Russia and Norway will meet June 17 
next to decide the status of Spitz- 
Dergen, those Arctic islands famous for 
the point of departure for many Arc¬ 
tic expeditions. 

The congress is due to an invitation 
of the Norwegian gove. nnicnt made 
fiye years ago. The powerB which 
will be represented at Christiania 
next June are those which in the first 
instance signified their willingness to 
accept the Norwegian invitation. 
American participation is justified on 
the ground of tie important coal min¬ 
ing interests in American hands. 
There are also four British com¬ 
panies engaged in the coal industry, 
bwbich is tho chief mineral exploited. 
Jrhe Germans possess an excellent 
meteorological and wireless tele¬ 
graph station. 

The problem of policing the islands 
lias long been a pressing one, and 
this question has naturally formed 
the chief concern of the three North¬ 
ern Powers, Norway, Sweden and 
Russia, who, by virtue of their spec¬ 
ial Interests, have agreed to submit 
to the general conference a draft con¬ 
vention based upon a memorandum 
by the Norwegian government. By 
this agreement—if the original text 
is confirmed at the preliminary meet¬ 
ing on June 4r-Spitzbergen is to be 
declared neutral territory open to all 
nations and under International con¬ 
trol. The administration is to be in 
the hands of a commission composed 
of one representative for each c.' the 
three powers. The cost of admin¬ 
istration is to be covered by land 
taxes and other taxes, which, how¬ 
ever, are to be subject to tho assent 
of all the signatory powers. Any de¬ 
ficit is to be charged tn al. the pow¬ 
ers. It is proposed that the conven¬ 
tion shall be renewable every eigh¬ 
teen years. - 


Famous Winters in Paris 

In Paris, the comparatively cold 
weather with which Europe has been 
favored during the past winter has 
led to much writing on tho subject 
of famous winters. The fifteenth cen¬ 
tury might justly be called the cold 
century, says the Petit Journal. 

"In 1408 the registrars of the par¬ 
liament of Paris reported that it was 
impossible to issue any of its resolu¬ 
tions, because tho ink froze in th) 
ink bottles of the clerks; every three 
words they had to thaw their pens, 
and this with a lire roaring in Iheir 
room. Every river in France was 
frozen and not a mill could work, 
Twelve years later, in 1420, there was 
a repetition of this winter. Food¬ 
stuffs gave out and poc. people died 
by tens of thousands. 

"In 1422 in less than three days the 
wine and the vinegar froze in the 
cellars', cocks and hens had their 
combs frozen; the streets were full of 
people who danced, jumped, wrestled 
and ran races, anything to keep off 
frostbite. 

"In 1430 it froze for oro than two 
and a half months and the snow fell 
for 40 days without stopping. AI1 tho 
birds hidden in the trunks of trees 
died. 

"In ‘the year of the great winter,’ 
as 1603 was called, hundreds pf per¬ 
sons died from cold; everything was 
frozen hard, even the.bread served at 
the table of Henry IV. In 1709 all 
the wheat was destroyed and a new 
sowing had to be made in the spring. 
Button relates that no bread was to 
be had, even Mme. de Maintenon.liad 
to go without it. 

“In 1776 sentinels were found froz¬ 
en to death outside Versailles, and 
the king put a stop to this service. 
In Paris great bonfires were lit in 
tho streets. Bells were shivered In¬ 
to pieces as they rang; clocks stop¬ 
ped and in the cellars wine turned 
into ice. Hares and partridges came 
into the towns and hid themselves in 
the nooks and corners of houses, 
where they were subsequently found 
as stiff as a board and -quite- ined¬ 
ible.” 


SHED LIGHT ON HISTORY 


Sir John A. Macdonald’s Papers and 
Letters Are Placed in 
Archives 

A remarkable collection of docu¬ 
ments and letters bearing upon the 
political history of Canada and re¬ 
garded as one of the most valuable 
ever handed over to the archives of 
Caaada, has lust been presented to 
that institution by Sir Joseph Pope. 
It comprised all of tho correspond- 
c-ice and papers of Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald and covers the whole of the 
great premier’s life from boyhood al¬ 
most to the day of his death. The 
papers number nearly 100.000. 

On the death of Sir John-a stipula¬ 
tion was made that these documents 
should be withheld from public use 
for a stated period, and they have re¬ 
mained in the custody of his former 
secretary and biographer. Sir Joseph 
Pope. This restriction has now been 
removed, except with respect to cer¬ 
tain papers bearing upon questions 
still before the country and relating 
to persons who are still living. 

All the papers have been well .pre¬ 
served and are invaluable in their 
bearing upon the political history of 
the country covering as they do in 
closest detail the period from 1867 to 
1892. They are now being bound for 
transfer, to the archives, where they 
will shortly be available for public in¬ 
spection. They shed new light on 
some of the events of Canada’s his¬ 
tory.

The book has been published at the 
offices of “l>a Canadienne.” a period¬ 
ical which is devoted to the enlight¬ 
enment of the French public upon 
Canadian affairs.
